“‘Gainsboro’ is a shy man and should be opened up with a bottle of champagne.’’ ‘‘Gainsbro’ 
has given me a head of his young nephew painted I think better than ever Painter painted one 
before—it is more like the work of God than of man.’’ He considered purchasing a house called 
“Bagatelle” in Bath, ‘‘Where they cut seals by a water engine.” “If I buy it and get my Law Suit 
I should certainly divide the garden into Il Penseroso and L’Allegro.”’ In Calais ‘‘where no English 
is spoken,”’ ‘“‘I have got a French cabriolet for 12 guineas which will carry four persons and a most 
excellent handsome broken winded English Horse for seven,”’

Almost the whole of the edition was placed on a boat that set sail from Cartagena, but 
the boat sank and the whole cargo was lost. Only a few had been left behind in Naples. It is 
believed that only fifteen complete copies now exist. The copy described in Library of Congress

The name of Samuel Keimer stands seventh on the list of the Pennsylvanian printers. He is 
especially noteworthy as having given employment to Benjamin Franklin, who, however, had set 
up in business on his own account by 1730. It is also of interest to record that, before leaving 
England in 1721, Keimer worked for Defoe. 

This is the earliest concordance to the Bible printed in Welsh and the second Welsh book to 
be printed in America. It was published after the death of its author by his brother Enoch, who 
also wrote the introduction, Abel Morgan (1673-1722) was a Welsh Baptist minister. In 1711 
he emigrated to America, where his younger brother Enoch was already established as the pastor 
of the Welsh Tract Baptist Chapel, Delaware, He became pastor of Pennepek Church and organised 
churches in New Jersey.
